Cleveland common pleas court and his sen­ 
tence of from 2 to 20 yesrs In the peniten­ 
tiary should hearten honest employers who 
contribute to Ohio’s workmen’s compensa­ 
tion fund. 
Davis was charged with accept­ 
ing a bribe and assisting in falsification of 
workmen’s compensation records while em­ 
ployed as an Inspector by the state Indus­ 
trial relations department. 


This department started to uncover bad 
practices affecting the workmen’s compen­ 
sation fund a year ago laat spring. 
Its In­ 
vestigation subaequently was taken over by 
the industrial commission of Ohio, which 
now administers the fund. The commission 
has been giving special attention to Cleve­ 
land and Cuyahoga county, In which thou­ 
sands of dollars due the compensation fund 
have been recovered by Inveetlgators under 
leadership of Charles Core, legal supervisor, 
and R. M. Shocker, his assistant. 


Workmen's compensation la a cooperalivs 
snterprlse operated on an actuarial basis. 
Whenever one contributor to the fund be- 
comes able, through falsification, to cheat 
the fund, the burden falls on other con­ 
tributors. For this reason the Investigation 
in Cleveland and the first conviction re­ 
sulting therefrom are Important. 
They are 
a stern warning to cheaters. The industrial 
commission Is on the Job. 


Its decision to clean house and the ex­ 
cellent work It has been doing herald the 
termination of conditions allowed to pne 
vail far too long for Ohio's self-respect The 
commission's success in obtaining a convic­ 
tion and the fact that Indictments are stand­ 
ing against others suspected of soliciting 
and taking bribes to cheat the workmen's 
compensation fund show It means business. 
It deserves the gratitude and cooperation 
of all honest employers. 


“There will be no letup in our campaign 
against chiseling." said A. D. Caddell, in­ 
dustrial commission secretary, commenting 
on the conviction of Davis. 
"We believe 
this conviction will have a wholesome ef­ 
fect. 
It should serve as an effective deter­ 
rent to inspectors or employers who have 
an idea they can cheat the workmen's com­ 
pensation fund with Impunity. 
They will 
be prosecuted relentlessly by this depart­ 
ment."

The last possibility is verbiger­ 
ation, which Is just plain senseless repeti­ 
tion.

Its plainly a 
matter for a coin to decide. 
Heads, It s 
hoax. 
Tails, It'* one or more of the other 
four. 
On edge, Gertrude Stein is a genius 
and to la everyone else who is everyone 
who is else—who can write like this. 


Unconstitutional. 
A kidnaper 
arguing 
unconstitutionality 
before a court of appeals, to get a new 
trial, does not command much sympathy. It 
Is gratifying to read that the United States 
Stales circuit court of appeals has denied 
a new trial to Harvey J. Hailey, nerving a 
life sentence for kidnaping Charles Urschel, 
Oklahoma City oil millionaire. 
Bailey’s attorneys held that the Lindbergh 
law, which makes it a federal offense to 
transport a kidnaped person across a state 
line, Is unconstitutional because In enacting 
It congress went beyond the powers dele­ 
gated to it In the Constitution. 
The gov­ 
ernment, In reply, argued that its right to 
regulate Interstate commerce assured the 
validity of th** Lindbergh law. 
The kidnaper's lawyers also argued that 
as long as the Lindbergh law wasn’t con­ 
stitutional congress had no right to fix the 
punishment under It as life Imprisonment. 
The government’* reply to this is obvious. 
Fixing of punishment Is a leglslstlve func­ 
tion. If the Lindbergh law Is constitutional, 
th© punishment in the law la constitutional. 
This is a good aample case through which 
to consider one phase of the question of 
constitutionality. 
It may be assumed the 
issue of conhtitutionality of the Lindbergh 
law was raised in good faith, despite Kid­ 
naper Bailey’s participation as client. 
It Is 
apparent Immediately that the LindherRh 
law is more Important than the Constitu­ 
tion, as far as public opinion is concerned. 
The law, which represents fairly a popular 
demand, for protection from kidnapers, en­ 
hances the prestige 
of 
the Constitution 
when it can be reconciled with the language 
of that document. 
People would not will­ 
ingly believe that the charter of their lib­ 
erty prevented enforcement of a law to pro­ 
tect then! from extortionists.

In the same time, congress has 
passed 1.332 measures, 
meaning 
1,332 new laws.

Mr. Roosevelt authority to act. 
Yet, in a general way. the com­ 
parative figures will givo you

general idea of the extent to which 
presidential Importance has grown 
and congressional authority dimin­ 
ished under th© New Deal.

Ferment. 
There are other more significant 
underlying factors in the present 
congressional situation. 
Th© truth is that this coming 
meeting of the newly elected legis­ 
lators is not going to be a congres­ 
sional session, at all, but rather a 
caucus of th© new polyglot Demo­ 
cratic party.

THE COINING GLASS works at 
Coining. N. Y., has begun pouring 
th© “eye." two hundred inches wide, 
made for a gigantic telescope re­ 
flector to carry the sight and mind 
of a man inconceivable distances 
into space. 
For twenty-one day* 
glass for th© reflector has been 
kept in a great furnace, at a tem 
perature of twenty-eight

Schools’ Share of Revenue Hit 
Considering 
what 
neighboring 
states contribute to education, the 
possibility of Ohio giving $55,000.- 
000 from the state treasury to its 
schools 
is 
“absurd.” 
Arch 
D. 
Schultz, director of research of the 
Ohio Chamber of Commerce said. 
lf the tax program now before 
the senate taxation committee is 
approved by the legislature “ near­ 
ly 60 per cent of the total cost of 
operating schools next year will be 
mid 
by 
the 
state 
government," 
ohultz 
told 
the committee last 
night. 
Basing his opinion on a personal 
survey, Schultz pointed to Indiana 
as "a most liberal example of state 
support.” 
“ Indiana.'’ 
he said, 
“ pays from 
the state treasury about $11,500,000, 
or approximately 37 per cent of 
the total expenditures 
for school 
operating purposes, 
lf we were to 
follow her example, we would al­ 
low on a population basis about 
$23,000,000 instead of $55,000,000.” 
Sales Tax Held Sufficient 
Opposing an income tax. Schultz 
maintained 
that 
enactment of a 
sales tax and continuation of taxes 
now in eneet and distribution of 
them in “an 
equitable 
and fair 
manner . . . will be sufficient.” 
The senate was due to return 
this afternoon but the delay of a 
day gained by the coup of two sen­ 
ators last Friday in extending the 
week-end recess may be matched 
by the house. 
Speaker 
Frank Cave of Mans­ 
field advised the representatives by 
wire that they need not return un­ 
til Wednesday.

Already the senate taxation com­ 
mittee has approved the sales tax 
with amended provisions for alloca­ 
tion and has agreed to re-enact the 
liquid fuel tax, with paint manu­ 
facturers exempted from the pro­ 
visions of the latter. 
Attorney Clarence Laylln, 
who 
drafts most of the legislation, pre­ 
sented a long list of technical cor­ 
rections, in the Income tax legis­ 
lation.

Attack On Sales Tax Seen

tacit promise 
some sort of an income tax meas 
ure would be reported out to the 
senate floor, thus appeasing

threat of new attacks for the sales 
tax. 
Chairman Daniel J. Gunsett (D) 
of Van Wert told the committee, 
without specifying what it would 
he. that he would seek another re 
vision In the sales tax allocation.

COLUMBUS. O . Dec. 4 —There 
is a plentiful supply of water in 
Ohio and the rest of the country it 
it Is used right, David C. Warner, 
executive secretary of th e state 
water conservation bureau, assert­ 
ed today. 
He condemned

“thoroughly 
impractical” s proposal made by 
Charles A. Bracher, Dayton City 


com m issioner, to build huge water 
m ains from the Great Lakes Into 
the m id-western states to avert a 
water famine, declaring that such a 
project is “unnecessary in the light 
of what can be done by simple con­ 
servation ” 
Bracher suggested the project as 
sn aid in the government's reem­ 
ployment campaign as well as a 
“safeguard 
a g a i n s t 
prolonged 
drouth.” 
H e 
proposed 
parallel 
mains 50 m iles apart running south­ 
ward from all the Great lathes, and 
added the water drained from the 
lakes could be replenished by pip­ 
ing water from the Arctic regions. 
“Brancher's proposal doesn’t take 
into account that l^ake Urie is only 
573 feet above sea level, while the 
summit of the state is 940 feet."

The Idea of eliminating judges 
from professional pugilism and In­ 
vesting the referee with sole power 
to hand down decisions Is nothing 
new. of course, although the agita­ 
tion for It has grown In the east re­ 
cently, especially In New York, as 
a result of a series of questionable 
verdicts. 
It has the support of Ed­ 
ward C. Foster of Providence, pres­ 
ident of the National Boxing asso­ 
ciation. who considers the judges 
"not only superfluous, but a detri­ 
ment In every way.” 
Judges, sitting outside and on op­ 
posite shies of the ring—each ap­ 
parently getting a different vhw of 
the proceedings inside the 
roped 
arena—are a post-war product of 
boxing. The idea of giving each an 
equal voice with the 
referee, as 
first tried out. was to throw up ad­ 
ditional safeguards. 
In theory, It 
figured to he more difficult to ap­ 
proach or possibly “fix” three men 
than one and decisions were thus 
presumed to be more honestly ar­ 
rived at. In practice, the syatein of 
judges has simply led to disputes 
and ridiculous disagreements.

The New York Athletic commis 
sion's system which has been under 
fire for some time, calla on the ref­ 
eree to cast a vote only In case the 
Judgea disagree. So many strange 
results have 
been 
obtained that 
one judge and a referee recently 
were suspended and the movement 
is under way to hand hack sole 
power to the man Inside the ring. 
The obvious necessity, lf the old 
system Is restored, Is to put the 
responsibility of rendering 
decis­ 
ions in the hands of men who have 
the confidence of fight followers aa 
well ss the strength of character to 
resist outside or partisan Influen­ 
ces. 
This draws attention to the fact 
that pugilism Itself is in need of a 
housecleaning. 
It will take more 
than a readjustm ent of any system 
of rendering decisions to 
restore 
public confidence and revive com­ 
petition,

the N. B. A., “can be made by call­

Few persons realize how 
com ­ 
plicated Is the construction of the 
human foot. Most of us disregard 
the relationship of healthy feet to 
the general health. It la only after 
years of abuse and neglect that one 
begins to respect this part of the 
body. Most of the chronic disorders 
of the feet could be prevented. 
P erhaps you will be surprised to 
learn th at 
th ere 
are 
twenty-six 
bones in each foot. These bones 
a re connected together by 
many 
ligaments. The movement* of the 
foot are accomplished by the func­ 
tioning of num erous muscles and 
nerve*. 
The foot i* so perfectly construct­ 
ed that It possesses flexibility, as 
well as sufficient strength to carry 
far more than the weight of the 
body. The arches of the foot are

T he various arches are so ar­ 
ranged that the normal foot is pre­ 
vented from resting flat upon the 
ground.
